That the record of our export trade this year is not 
much more satisfactory as a whole is plainly due to the 
want of elasticity in our trade with the United States. 
This is partly to be ascribed to the effects of last year’s 
monetary crisis, which must have considerably curtailed 
the spending powers of the community, and partly to 
the impending tariff legislation, as, of course, merchants 
and importers will not purchase goods for more than 
immediate requirements, when there is a fair prospect 
that the present onerous Customs duties may be very 
considerably modified, and in some cases altogether 
removed within a short period. In order to show more 
clearly the serious falling off in this branch of our 
export business, we have in the subjoined statement 
given the values of the principal items of export to the 
United States for the month of February, and for the 
two months of this year compared with the correspond- 
ing totals for 1893. Of the thirteen articles enumerated, 
our exports this year have reached a value of only 
slightly more than half last year’s totals, and a pro- 
portionate decline is also shown in many of the minor 
classes of our exports to the United States.

To India our cotton goods 
exports have been on a free scale for some time past, and 
the still fair engagements of manufacturers indicate that 
March and part of April will show moderate figures, 
During the past month, however, few fresh orders of 
magnitude have been given out. The demand from our 
leading outlet has been of comparatively small extent, 
Last week and up to Wednesday of this week there were, 
perhaps, signs of rather more doing, and any firm offers 
in hand from Calcutta and Bombay were assisted some- 
what by the slightly advancing tendency of exchange 
quotations. On Thursday, however, the important 
collapse in exchanges for India temporarily interrupted 
any business in progress of negotiation. Lancashire manu- 
facturers in fine goods, including shirtings,are moderately off 
for contracts, but order lists are generally lighter than for 
some months past. Burnley goods, such as common 
printing cloths, are dragging, and most producers can 
deliver lots pretty early. The coarse goods trade for 
export continues very unsatisfactory. In the home trade 
reports are more encouraging, the turnover in February, 
and so far this month, being larger than anticipated. 
Our total shipments of cotton yarn for February do not

It will be seen that while the value of the merchandise 
imported in the six months exceeded that received 
in the corresponding period of 1892 to the extent of 
Rx.6,316,500, there was falling off in exports amounting 
to Rx.1,808,800. The increase in imports was further 
swoilen by an excess of Rx.1,218,700 in the value 
of the siiver imported, the demand for that metal having 
been stimulated in various ways by the attempt to raise 
the exchange value of the rupee. The net result shown 
by the comparison is that whilst in the six months— 
July to December, 1892—the balance of trade in favour 
of India by the excess of exports over imports amounted 
to Rx.i2,390,900, in the same period of 1893 the balance 
was actually the other way, the exports having exceeded 
the imports by Rx.424,000, or a total difference in the 
comparison between the two periods of Rx.12,814,900.

from gold-using countries, so it acted as a restrictive 
influence on the trade with silver-using countries, and 
it is with these that the main falling off shown above has 
occurred. Thus the increase in shipments of raw 
cotton was entirely due to the larger quantities sent to 
Kurope, there being a diminution in the exports to Japan 
and China. The heavy decline in shipments of cotton 
varn and twist was also due principally to the smaller 
quantities sent to China and Japan, while as regards 
piece goods the falling off was in the exports to China 
and the Eastern Coast of Africa. The trade with these 
countries had, however, exhibited a declining tendency 
before the period over which our comparison extends. 

Of raw jute there was a decline in the quantity sent to 
the United Kingdom and America, while Germany took 
more. The smaller number of gunny-bags shipped was 
owing to the lessened requirements of the United 
Kingdom and Australia, for which the slightly larger 
shipments to Egypt, Turkey, and South America were 
not sufficient to compensate. The increase in gunny- 
cloths was general, the United States, however, as the 
biggest consumer, taking the larger portion of the 
increase. Seeds of all kinds were sent in larger 
quantities to the United Kingdom and the Continent. 
The decline in exports of opium was entirely in the 
trade with China, while the large falling off in cutch and 
indigo was mainly in the exports to the United States, 
and to a less extent in the shipments for the United 


Kingdom. 





BUSINESS IN THE UNITED STATES, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
New York, March 2. 

Interest lately seems to have centred very largely in 
the forthcoming report by the Statistical Bureau of the 
Agricultural Department as to the probable quantity of 
wheat in farmers’ hands on March Ist this year, 
Recently the Senate adopted a resolution which, after 
reciting the fact that whereas certain newspaper publi- 
cations had been furnishing wheat and other cereal 
statistics, which the trade at home and abroad have 
been in the habit of regarding as more accurate 
than like totals furnished from Government sources, 
proceeded to instruct the Secretary of the Department of 
Agriculture, which, of course, means the new statistician, 
to furnish revised statistics of the quantity of wheat on 
hand one year ago, March 1, 1893, the quantity exported 
since that time to February 1, 1894, and of quantities 
used at home for food and for planting, &c. From this it 
will be gathered that the Senate has discovered that 
something is wanting in the Government's cereal 
Statistical Bureau, and have frankly admitted that 
work in this direction by unofficial, or, as they have 
it, “unauthorised” publications, has taken first place. 
And indeed it is evident that the last three wheat 
crops in the United States have been seriously and 
officially underestimated. So far as the reported totals 
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of the crops of 1891 and 1892 are concerned, we have 
the eleventh-hour confession of late statistician Dodge, of 
the Statistical Bureau of the Agricultural Department, 
that such was the case, while when one refers to the crop 
of 1893, no confession is required to satisfy one familiar 
with grain trade statistics that more than 396,000,000 
bushels of wheat were produced here last year. A most 
interesting compilation is made to-day in Bradstreet’s, 
which starts with the officially reported total of 112,000,000 
bushels of wheat in farmers’ hands March Ist, 1891, as an 
independent investigation of the total quantity of wheat so 
held that year practically confirmed the Government report. 
The statement places the United States wheat crop in 
1891 at 665,000,000 bushels, as opposed to the officially 
reported total of 612,000,000 bushels; and a revised 
estimate of the total crop of wheat in 1892 puts it at 
565,000,000 bushels, as contrasted with the Government 
report that the crop consisted of only 516,000,000 bushels. 
The total crop last year is estimated at 450,000,000 
bushels. It is further estimated that there were 
211,000,000 bushels of wheat in farmers’ hands in the 
United States on March 1, 1892, contrasted with the 
then officially reported total of 171,000,000 bushels, and 
that there were 191,000,000 bushels of wheat in farmers’ 
hands on March 1, 1893, at the time the Government 
reported a total so held amounting to only 135,000,000 
bushels, And coming to the present year, the estimate 
is that on the Ist inst. there were 126,000,000 bushels in 
farmers’ hands, a total smaller than that held one year 
before, considerably smaller than that held two years 
before, but somewhat in excess of the total so held on 
March Ist, 1891. Here is the table :—

This ig 
said to be due to that city having secured a share of 
the distributive business of the West and North-West 
formerly controlled by Chicago, an achievement rendered 
possible largely by reason of Chicago's efforts to handle 
the World’s Fair, a large proportion of the diverted 
traffic, which formerly went to Chicago, of late months 
going by way of St Louis. The latter city claims that 
much of this will be retained by jobbers and others 
and render possible unusually favourable accounts 
Reports of the resump- 
tions of industrial establishments continue to be the rule, 
and those of the shutting down of such institutions 
rare exceptions. Business failures, too, are decreasing 
rapidly in number. The industrial situation is even 
sufficiently encouraging to warrant an unusually large 
number of strikes for an advance in wages at some of the 
more prominent centres in the East. While these move- 
ments seem most ill-advised, they are safe indicators of

The French Wine Trade.—In a report upon the trade 
of France in 1893 Sir Joseph Crow, Commercial Attaché 
in our Embassy at Paris, writes :—Wine is one of the 
great staples of French production, The manufacturers 
of it have been suffering for years from various calamities ; 
and the annual yields have been falling gradually from 
70,000,000 hectolitres to 24,000,000 hectolitres. In 1892 
the wine harvest had gone up to 29,000,000 hectolitres 
(638,000,000 gallons). Suddenly a favourable season, 
such as had not been seen for years, supervened. The 
area under vine had only increased from 1,782,588 
hectares to 1,793,299 hectares in 1893 (233,245 acres) ;

This 
oat meets every day and determines the work that 
Ze colonist has to perform, when all have to take a part 
r the common welfare. It also regulates the distribu- 
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that they were so rich that they did not know what to do 
with their wealth. They were not alone in the world, 
the vineyards of Italy and Spain, and of Germany and 
Switzerland, had been as much favoured as their own. 
The annual consumption of wine in France being 
770,000,000 gallons, they had 374,000,000 gallons to 
dispose of abroad, and the cry soon went up that foreign 
wine was coming in, and artificial wine was being made, 
and that both these evils should be abated—the first by 
more protection, the second by prohibition. Mean- 
while prices went down, and the joy of all growers in 
some places at having large crops was turned into 
grieving, because they could get no customers. It is to 
be feared that a remedy for all this can only be found in 
patience. Wine of common sorts can now be had on the 
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spot from 11f to L5f per hectolitre, which is equivalent to 
5d or 6d per gallon. But it may become dearer. The 
French Government put a duty on foreign wine in 1892 
when it was not required, and they roused the pro- 
tectionists of other countries to reprisals. Now that 
French growers want to export, they find their old 
markets closed. The Macon Chamber of Commerce 
complains that the Swiss wine trade, worth 20,000,000 
(£800,000) a-year, is lost. Others observe that mixing wines 
for Germany and Austria are obtained from Italy and Spain. 
In Switzerland, in Germany, and in Italy wine ischeapand 
abundant, and there is no demand for a French supply. 
Meanwhile the Director-General of Indirect Taxes in- 
forms the public that the total value of the wine crop 
of 1893 is 1,107,009,083f (£44,000,000) for ordinary 
wines, and 149,518,446f (£5,975,573) for wines of high 
quality, the total of £50,000,000 representing an average 
price per hectolitre of 25f 10¢ (£1), lower by 6f 30c (5s) 
than the average price of 1892. By wines of high 
quality, as above described, are meant all wines of w hich 
the price on the spot exceeds 50f (£2).
